more than double the total losses of the implement and 
mortgage companies in the west in that same period.” 

“And I would like to make it perfectly clear that the 
losses of the implement and mortgage companies in western 
Canada are by no means as great as some people would 
represent them,” he added. 

Stating that his investigations showed interest rates on 
mortgages to run frém eight to nine, ten and even twelve 
per cent and on implements from ten to thirty per cent, Hon. 
Mr. Stevens said that this was “a ghastly thing’, and one 
which should challenge all political leaders. 

“No country and no people can advance 
charges like that hanging over them,” he said 
Strous, a ghastly thing, and it must be stopped.”
